Additions to the Zoo. 


Messrs. John Holt and Co., of 
L-verpool, have presented to the 
Zoo a very beantiful, fully-grown, 
but young, male cheetah of 
hunting-leopard from North 
Nigeria.

All students conducting re- 
search on thingaChineso will have 
discovered that there has hither- 
toexisted an almost complete lack 
ofinformation in toreizn livera- 
ture upon mytbs and legends, 
writes “W.P.C* in the Pekingaad 
Tiontsin Tives, in reviewing a book 
on Chinese Myths and Legends 
by ELT. Chalmers Werner. Yat it 
ia a fact that these together with 
much religious ~— superstition 
leavened with a tittle falk-lore, « 
stiffening of local prejudice and a 
dash of humour, go far towards 
the mental make-up of the great 
majority of non-Treaty Port 
Chinese. 

Someone has remarked that the 

Chinese is born a Taoist, tives bis 
Mfe 2 Confocianiat. and dies a 
Buddhist. The Chinese never 
have bad one, religion, aod from 
time immemorial hate adopted 
any cult which-appeared to the 
ruling monarch to offer hin 
greatest advantage, As @ resalt 
China has absorbed and often for- 
gotten tha superstitions which 
crystallised into the dozen warring 
creeds one or other of which 
has from time to time secured 
the ascendancy. 
‘As myths go China is a young 
anda poor country. Exypt and 
perhaps Mesopotamia werv as old 
as is now the China of literature 
when recorded China first appear- 
ed vpon the world’s stage. Io 
legends however, Chios is 
rich. In «8 country with 
a vast territorg and com 
prising a large. percantage of 
iNiterates, legends grow like 
mushrooms. Cegend has already 
begun to weave itself round the 
‘name of as recent aruleras Yuap 
jSbib-kai, Ir is not surprising 
\therefore that, controuted with 
‘the forrsidabie m se of Chinesr 
literature bearing upon this subd- 
‘Sect no Western writer has bither 
to endeavoured to write a com- 
pele work on the subject. 


!” The selection of such myths 


band }ogends as have from time to 
‘time found their wag inte Chines 

literature and have the arpeat: 
ance of purely Cpinese origin. | 
by so means an easy task even 
fora Chinese. It wasonly inthe 
With. century that a Chinese 
writer collected a number of these 
superstitions in‘o the Feng Shen 
Pang or “Story of ‘be Spirits” 
defi'd by Yu Huang, the Lord of 
Heaven. Heinveated his celestial 
herces with the armour, long 
costs, headgear, buttons and 
other insignia which have been 
the fashion at various Chinese 
periods. These stories continue 


‘|lto be the most popular tales in 


China. They are the theme of a 
thousand profeasional storyvellers 
now collecting their dimes from 
China's  mill.ons in village 
markets day in and day out 
throughout the country. 

This Feng Shen Pang onfor- 
tunately, thouh a treasure-house 


with a8 greata wealth of imagina- 
tion as is packed in all the fairy 
tales of Eurepe, suffers, to the 
western observer, Ie the leaves 
ona tree from a want of variety. 
Ita brilliance fades unless spark- 
ling in the bright sun of complete 
understanding and bathed: with 
the zépbyrs of belief. No 
foreigner bas attempsed to tran: 


Ysiate the work and it is to be 


hoped that none everwill. Todo 
so would be to expose to the 
cilling frost of criticism much of 
the meaningless patter and tinsel 
reiteration which  cormonly 
underly inscratability. 

THE COUNTRY'S FOLK LORE. 

Dannys in his * Folk-lore of 
Chins,’ Dore in his “ Recherches 
sur leg Superatitions en Chine,” 
Doolittle in his “Social Life of 
the Chinese” ard Magowan. in 
his’ “Chinesa Folklore” have 
done something to enlighten us 
on kindredeubjects.. They have 
not concentrated on Chinese 
legends, however, nor have they 
tackled their tarkk ina com- 
prehensive manner. Mr. Werner. 
well-known es the . author 
of an exhaustive work on C! inese 
Sorjoldgy, probatly.. the most 
painstaking and elaborate trea- 
tise of its kind in any ianguage, 
haa done both with characteristic 
thoroughness. The infurmation 
available has been collected first- 
haod from Chinase sources and. 
representa the work of years of 
‘patient scholarly rerearch by one 
who is a sinologue and has made 
himself a master of his sobject. 
As # book of reference the work 
is invaluable. The everyday 
legends which from time to time 
confront all foreigners in this 
country from tourist to old Chins 
| Hand, bave been condensed and 
strung together in such a manner 


that the stories may be read H 


individually without too much of 
that injection cf Chinese name 
and place which tend to confase 
and bore the sleepy gentile.

To 
Hetherington's recently published 
“ Early Ceramic Waresof China” 
wo find a brief reference to the 
story. Mr. Werner, however, 
quotes the atory in fall ani gives 
as so we bellave the only complete 
account in the English lan; uaze 
Tt is to be regretted that tho 
attistic merit of aumerous illrs ra- 
‘jong in colour is such as ‘a be 
fikely to diminish the casual 
reader's estimate of the value of 
the text. According to Fenollosa 
pictorial art hes been dead in 
China for over two hundred years. 
Tt would have been better to 
secure from old Chinese pictures 
or otber forms of ast illustratios 
baving artistic watue os hizb as 
toat of the text. The book world 
have been-Hoproved by addition 
of a bibliography and by insertion 
of exact references indicating the 
sources fron which many of the 
lewends have been taken.
